The experience of ſo many years doth ſufficiently tell us that Presbyte- 
rians and Papiits do a'!ways deingn the ſubverſion both of our Church and 
State; and they are both aiſured, that if they could but cnce ſuppreſs our 
Religion, they might ſoon advance their own. And therefore wile States- 
men do hold it an approved Maxim, that the Church of Ezg/azud can never 
be more ſecure, than when theſe two Sects are kept in even bal ance, buth be—

I remember to have rcad in the Eccichaſtical Hiſtories, how the Ortho- 
dox Chriſtians of the Primitive” Chti-ch always held it more dangerous to 
converſe with Hereticks than with the moit ovitinate Hcathens ; their rea- 
{on was, becauſe Reathens were open encmics to the name of Chritt, and 
therefore all Chriſtians, from the greateſt Divine to the meancit Feaſant, 
were ſufficiently fore-wa:ned nor to betieve them ; but Hercticks came in 
Sheeps C:oatning, and, under tne name of Chriſt, labourcd to deltroy Chriſts

* How aGiive and ready they- are at preſent with their ſceditious Phmphlers 
to ſow the ſeed of difſenrion between our Gractous Kingand his Loval Sub- 
jects? nay, they ſcruple not to charge (his Sacred Majetty with corrupting and 
bribing his Parliament. Ovz/tapeſcitecel,, ſuper hoc, as the Fropher ſpeaketh, 
fer. 2.13. De «ſtoniſhed,' O ye heavens, both at the unparalle} d 'impudeiice of 
thcfe Miſcrcants,and at the cxtraordinary clemency ot our G1 arious Sovercign, 
who ſulfers ſuch Villains to live, and enjoy their hibertics, who are not worthy 
to breath the coramon air. For it ordirary Robbcrs deſerve to receive their laſt

this bleeding Narion ) be thought to betray his Truſt, or thar Government, 
which God-:commirred to his Charge ; how can we have any aſlurance of our 
own Repreſentatives fair dealings with us, who theſe many ycars are Elected, 
not by prudence or diſcretion, but by favour and Fattion, ard by people who 

muſt always ſee double before ever they begin their Election? | 

If we doubt of his Majeſties Integrity and Fatherly love towards us, he muſt 
of neceſſity doubt of our Loyalty towards him ; and then, what a Hell it ſhall 
be tor us to live under ſuch a King, and for ſucha King to rule over us ? Are 
we not much beholding to theſe infernal Emitfaries, who thus make it their 
buſineſs to deprive both Prince and People of all worldly felicitics ; nay, to 
create unto us a hell upon earth, and draw the whole Kingdom into a Ba- - 
bylonian confuſion, that 10 themſelves may fhfh in troubled Waters ? If theſe be 
not the proceedugs of the Rump-i'arliament, let any man be judge.

15. ) they are neither hot nor cold, neither Popiſh nor Reformed, 
as Al:>ander Henderſon, a riotorious Presbyterian, diſputing againſt our Royal 
Martyr, ſcrupled not to ſay of rhe whole Church of Eng/az4 ( in the Book 
intituled, Reliquie Caroline, part x. paze 329. ) And ſurcly, we have reaſon 
enough not to chooſe thele Gentlemen for our Repreſentatives in i arliament,: 
{ince they are no Presbytcrians, and conſequently no true i'roteitants,” which, 
in our new found Logick now in faſhion, muit be S»nomzyns, or Term!nt conver- 
tibiles. O rempora! O mores! Bloody Presbytcrians mult be entruſted with our 
Religioa, Lives, Libertics, and Eitarcs, and true-hearred Vroteltants oxclu- 
dedand rejected Theſe 200 perſons, becauſe no Presbyterians, mui? be laid 
aſide, notwithſtanciug their eminent ſervices both to the King and Kiigdom 
for many years togc thei 1n the late Parliament, which are io numertus, and 
{ conſiderable, that they all deferve {a many Panegyricks in prailc vort of 
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their Loyalty to their King, and fidelity to their Countrey : Yet nevertheleſs 
we muſt uſe them now : fo Johns new Goſjel commands us ) asthe Ataent- 
ans and Laced:monians uſed their Leafing-men and greatelt Hero's, who moſt 
obliged them, and beſt defended their Countrey ; for which rhey were j aid 
with hatred, and rewarded with ingratitude; nay, ofren peril*cuted, as be- 
traying that Countrey, which ſeveral times they had ſaved trom apparent 
ruine and 1eſtruction. 


But awake,my beloved Patriots,and as you tender the welfare of your loving 


Mother the Church of Er,/and, cait ott this unſeaſonable lu: uber, rub your 
eyes and look about you; let us make it our buſincis to ſecure in cime our 
Church and State againſt thoſe undermining Engi:er*, and, as ne Apoitle 
ſaith, Dam iemprus habemrs, oper emur bouum, Gal. 6. 10. Lc Us age chuice of 
thoſe worthy perſons, who by thcir ſingular conttancy 1n nartamng the 


Church of Eng/and againit al! Fanatica! Oppoters, became thus forniidable 


to theſe Phariſtical Incendiaries of our Countrev ; furcly we cannor bur 
have rcafon enough tolove them, lince the Pr-sbvterians do ſo vehemently 
hate them. Let us uſe all poſſible c.ideavours, that as Fapiſts fo Presby cer tans, 
and all Non-conformiits, may be for cver excluded from fitting in Farlia- 
ment; and l2t not their ſpecious hypocrifie, or plauſible pretcnces of abo- 
liſhing Popiſh Superſtitions, or maintaining the Proteſtant Religion, work 
upon our credulity to countenance thc.ir contrivances, or encourage them in 
their pernic!ous defigns, 

Now they will tel! us how ready they are to combine with the Church of 
England topull down Popery, and that Scarlet Whore of Baylor ; but you 
muſt withall give them leave to root out all Popiſh Reliques and Rubbiſh ; 
and then guod Biſhops, look to your {clves, your Gowns and Surplices. You 
wcre lately like tobe brought upon the Stage, not on.1vy 2s burthenſome to 
the Nation, but alſo as Popiſhly inclin d, nay, countenancing the horrid Plot 
of the Papiſts : And had not his Sacred Majeity, like his glorigus Fathcr, 'n- 
terpos'd/himſelt; and ſtood your Shield, you might ere now moi. truly have 
ſaid, Faimus Troes, But if the Shepherds be thus threaincd by thoſe ravenous 
Wolves, what kind uſage can the Flock expect at th-ir hands? Yer as for 
my own particular I muſt confeſs, I cannor handionety excuſe our Shoyherds 
themſelves, or their unſcaſonable carc!: ſnz{s in this deſperate juncture of 
Aﬀeairs, for bearing in a great proportion the blame of ll choſe dangers, which 
are now apparently eminent both to themfelves and their Flocks rogcthcr, 
when I conſider how plainly they ſte with what pernicious contrivances tlic 
whole Church is menac'd by the hcory Yreebyrt rant, and Ver tIcy are 19 
ſilent, ray, ſo dumb, (like thoſe who by the Tropher arc called, canes wars, 
non valentes latrare, Tſa. 56.10. ) ya they dare not muitcr avanit them, nor 
make tte People ſenſible how to prevent thei wicked Jeligns, as calily th. y 
might, fin their Sermons and EXhortations LUCY would take 16 much Pas, 
as to perſwade their Auditors to make choice oifich and ſuch {clot per{-n3; 
whom they knew conlitant and exact in obſcrvins the Riics aud 1h 
gion of the Church of Zz:/and, and withall, zealous to propayat, lx 
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Podttrines, -and able and reſolute to maintain it. Had this, I ſay, been 
duely performed, we might ſoon aſſure our ſelves of a firm ſettlement both o: 
Church and State, and never apprehend any danger from thoſe Fanatical 
Sectaries, who, like Samſon's Foxes, are tied together by the tail of Sedition, 
(though otherwiſe divided) to burn and deſtroy our whole Harveſt. 

Likewiſe they . will tell us further, they onely differ from the Church of 
England in ſome leflcr points, and ſmall Ceremonies; but (to omit, that hereby 
they acknowledge themſelves wicked Schilmaticks, who upon ſo trivial a 
cauſe have departed from the Mother Church ) believe me, had they bur 
the upper hand, be the difierences never ſo ſmall, adicu to the-Church of 
England, as the Rump-Parhament has ſufficiently informed us.

To give you theretore full farisfaction conceraing the Presbyterians uncx- 
emplary Loyaity, I ſhall rrace doi th- current of their Goſpel from the 
very ſource and ori2inal of its being, and will begin with their ſuper-illu- 
minated. Patriarch, the tamivus C4/vin, ſomcimes Yopc of Gereva, who was 
inſpired by the Spirit ( you krow whom) thus to ſpeak of Temporal Sove- 
reighs, Earthly Princes do deprive themſelves of ail Power when they oppeſe God, 
nay, they are not worthy to be held in the number of mn: we musSt therefgre ra-, 
ther ſpit in their faces than obey them. In Dan. c.6. v.22, 25. Neither is his 
worthy Dariing, Dr. B:za, any thing behind in this point, of whom, Mr. & zu#7- 
cliffe, in his An{wer to a certaia L'bel Supplicato:v, thus ſpeaketh 3; Bea, un 
his Rook, De Jure Magiſtratus, doth arm the Suvjctt a1aimſt the Priace, and, its 
effeft, overthroweth the Auihority of Chriſtian Kinsrs au6a MAgSEFALES ————— 
Of Knox likewiſe, and Pachanan, the two grand Apoſtics of Scoriona, the fame 
Sattcliffe (loco cit.) writes in theſe words: 1\c6/e-men (iaith Kor ) ought to 
reform Relizion, if the King will not : If the Privce will not yield to vis NoGles 
and People, he armeth them with power to «epeſe hm. May, (faith he further. } 
if Princes be Tyrants again$t God and his tris! », their Subjebts are jreea from toe 
Oathes of obedience. With him accordeth Lachauan, he faith, The Peopre 15 more 
excellent than the King, and hath right to beitow the Crown at pleyſure : That 
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:he People may arraigu the King * That albeit SF, Paul commanded obe- 
dience to Tyrants, yet it was tn reſpect of the times, and the people thast were 
weak, and ot able to take arms, And Dr. Bancroft, Archbiſhopof Canterbxry, in 
his Book of Dangerons Poſitions, gives this general Cenſure of them all. Sch 
Divinity as this, is not holden by Knox anda Buchanan alone, bzt generally, for 
ought 1 can perceive, by the chief Conſiſtorians beyond the Seas, He means Cal- 
v1n, Beta, and the reit of the Geneveſian Sauvearim, 

Now ler any man be judge, how well thete Goſpellary principles of our: 
Presbyterians agree with the practiſe and Doctrine of the holy. Apoſtles, who; 
(as Dr. Bilſon, im his Chriſtian Subject, faith ) obey d Tyrants, that commanded 
al! things againſt Religion : And in thoſe thing t9at were commanded 47ainſt God,. 
they did ſubmit themſelves with meekneſs to endure the Magiſtrates pleaſure, but 
not to obey his will, FH 

Bur we need not much admire, that they ditfer: ſo much from the bleffed' 
Apoſtles, when we find the dregs of Chrittians, rhe. i apiſts. themſelves, in great: 
number ſo far beyond them in teaching Allegiance and Fidelity to Secular: 
Princes, thatas far as Proteftants are bevond Papiſts un this particular, fo far 
are many Papiſts beyons the bigotred 1 resbyterians:: Szbjetts (ſay the Rhe- 
miits,in Rom.c, 13.) are bound in temporal! things to obey even the Heathen,being 
their lawful Kings, and to be ſubjett to them for conſcience, to obſerve their tempo- 
ral T aws, topay them Tribute, to pray for them, aud to perform all other Daties of 
natural Allegiance. Nay, fo far were many | apiſts from holding this Anti-: 
chriſtian Goſpel of Knox and his Bowrefexs, thatrhey declared it abſolutely er- 
roneous and Heretical in any Chriſtian to belteve'1t, as appeareth by their 
Council of Con$ance, Sefſ. 15.m theſe words, Toe holy Synod has been lately n= 
formed, that certain erroneons Opinions were held, contrary tothe peace and welfure 
of the Common: wealth, viz. That a Tyrant may be lawfully and meritoriouſly taken 
Away and killed by any Subjett or Vajjal of his, notwithſtanding any Oath of Fide- 
lity or Allegiance that he had maat to him. Such Dottrine (faith the Council) #s 
contrary both to Faith and Manners ; and whoſoever ſhall hold «t' obſtinately,” are 
Heretichs, and as ſuch to be proceeded againſt according to ths Canons. | 

Now do but compare this Decree of a Vopifh Council, to that Diabolical 
expreſſion of Xnox,'that Delphian Oracle of the Presbyterian Scorrifb Refors 
mation) in his Hiſtory of Scotland, page 372. where he declares, That he could be 
coutent, that there were prblick rewards appointed for ſuch Afſaſſinates and Mnr- 
derers of Tyrants, as there arc for ſuch as kill Wolves. And then l leave it to 
your Conſcience to judge, whether the Presbyteritans be not the worſt Subjects 
thareverown'd thename of Chriſt. 

Burt let us proceed a little further, and ſee what worthy fruit has this holy 
Goſpel of theirs produced theſe hundred years paſt 1n this ifland of great Br:- 
z4ai;r, and we ſhall! find 1t very true - /Voy poteſt arbor mala bonos fruitus facere, 
AZatth. 7.18. Nay, we ſhall find, that the iapiſls rhemſelves, ſince the be- 
g1''ning of the Reformation in this Iſland; were never convicted of half ſuch 
wicked and diabolical practiſes azainft their Frince, as the Presbyrerians have 
unden. ably. cummutted againtt their undoubted Sovereign. ?T1is true, many 
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* +wicked Papiſts, by their Plots and Conſpiracics, have often attempted, in a
